If Atlanta prom- 
ises to give five million dollars to the 
state, it would not alter their minds on 
this subject. 

There is in the state a number o/ 
other papers who are honestly asking 
tor information on this subject, and we 
deem it our duty to lay the faets of 
this matter before them in our next 
issue.

Now 1 haye 
no cough whatever, and, in a Vord, teei 
that lam commencing lifeanew In ‘cousider- 
ation of ali this, my dear sir, can I nat recom- 
mend to tbe world this truly wonderful c:imate. 
Thi. isnot only the case with myself. but I see 
daily around me hundreds who ciaim that Col- 
orada has saved their lives. I think titis section 
is undoubtedly to be the fuiure bealth resort 
of the people of the whole country, and not of 
health only, but pleasure as well, for (can but 
compare the pleasures of a visitto th: ‘* fash- 
ionable watering -places’’ to a glor‘ous trip 
through the *“* Rockies’’—as night ta day. I 
am at present e) joying this trip, and’ a brief 
account of itl tri st will not be uuniltteresting 
to you. 

About two weeks since, in company: with an 
old college friend, I left Colorado brings, a 
thrifty little city about seventy-five miles south 
of Deuver, determined, as the expression is, 
‘todo the Rockies,” We provided curselves 
with a good team, a frying pan, a ccifee pot, 
plenty of substantial eatabies,*guns, pis'ols, etc 
’T was mid-summer, and the sun shone bright 
and warm; sO we copciuded that 4 pair of 
biankets would answer all purposes. Tobey did, 
as long as we had the sun’s warmth ; but the 
first night’s experience taught us a jesson long 
to b3 1.emembered. We were ia the ** Ute Pass,’’ 
an altitude of eleven thousand feet, sur*ounded 
by snow covered peake—and, iu a Word, awful 
cold. At the first town, however, we fully pre 
pared Ourselves for an emergency in case of a 
snow-storm or still colder weather as’ we ad- 
vauced farther into the mountains And jusi 
here I must return thanks fur your advice as to 
carrying along an oil cloth spread and whisky 
They both rendered invaluable service. At noon 
the folowing day we climbed to a high point 
and there geined the firat perfeet view of the 
main range, snow. cia4 and superlative!” grand. 
Jusi as fac asthe eye could reach, nort!i, south 
and west, cau be seen innumerabie pe\ks, ri- 
ing high and ye. higher as they oom upiiu the 
distance. But il cauno' foilow our roadistep by 
step, as }l passes the many objects of yuierest. 
‘Twould tii volumes written by one with the 
descriptive powersef Walter Scott, to tel! of and 
do justice toit all. We passed througl South 
park, a largs, level tra t of land ver’ much 
like a prairie, and nestied in the bosom'of the 
mountains. Here we camped and epjoy: 4 a day 
fishing and huniing. Iu this park are Several 
wondertul, but unimproved, hot Springs 
of th.m, Il remember, whose waters are #ontin 
ually at the boiling point, is situated about two 
feet from the Platte river, a cool mountain 
stream. Weouly passed a few houses, those at 
the springs aud pow and then a ‘‘ranche,”’ siiu. 
ated where the land is adapted for grazing. We 
saw the mining town, Fairplay, and as the 
salt works, but Whicb were Dot in operation. 
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Bright and early at the beginning of the second 
weck, we entered the Poucha Pass, a beautiful | 
mountain valley. the road through it graciually | 
ascendicg to a highth of uine thousand feet. It 
lies between suow-clad peaks, and the hijlsides | 
lower down are cove™ed with the most besutiful | 
and delicate flowers of every size, shape and | 
color. I thought the place should, more: prop: 
erly be cailed creation’s conservatory. 
Being iu the floral business mysef, ard de_ 
siriug: to see and learn all J possibly cond of 
tlowers, | wandered through the beautifu? gar- 
deus of St. Louis, es | passed, and thought 
they were beyond comparison; but on res*hing 
this, nature's garden, I cou .d but exclaim, as I | 
stood surrounded by these flowers, whose “olors 


are aS brilliant as ‘‘Lysiau dyes,’ and the air 


ladeu with their perfume, ‘Truly nature, una- 
doraed is most adorned.”’ It is about eight 
miles from the entrance of the pass to the sum- 
mit Heréweenter the San Luis valley,' and 
here also We see, as I think, the grandest sight 
in Colorado. The valley is, I believe, about ten 
miles wide and over a hundred long, exterding 
from Poncha pass, On the north, far beyond the 
town of Sagueche, which we passed, or th 
south, and lying between two magnificent 
rages, a proaching ucarer my idea of what the 
Rocky rountains would bethan any I havé yet 
seen, Itis moderately well settled up; zood 
grezing iands; a tine stream; and withouf ex~ 
ception the best lying farm land 1 ever saw just 
slope enough on either side from the mountain 
to the stream to turn the weter (should there 
be rain suffic ent), and yet not enough to Cause 
a‘‘wash.’’ What a pity there is not more fain, 
that this place and many others might be ‘suc- 
cssiully cultivated, thus adding still ancther 
atiraction to this wunderiul country. We passed 
herds of cattle, in fiue oider, and large numbers. 
Had fine sport shooting at rabbits, and were 
quite successful. We used our pistols aitogetner- 
Ihey were 6o tame that a gun was not necded 
At Sagueche we left the parks and valleys and 
ent-red the m untain road proper. Here the 
houses or racches become farther and farther 
apart, aud it is a rare sight to catch a glimpse of 
ove of the “fair sex.’’ so rare, indeed, that a 
story is told of ‘‘one of the boys’’ who waiked 
seventeen miles to see asun bonnet nanging' out 
of a winduw. We have not been fort ‘ate 
enough to find any large game, but all along the 
road can be seen any Dumber of immeuse eik 
horser measuring from two to six feet in length, 
The scenery too is grand, and occasionally we 
tiud good grazing lauds. 
Ata piace called Clever’s ranch we were com. 
pelled to camp a day or two on account 4f a 
sick horse. Tne piace covsists of two or three 
log cabins and one inhabitant. A raiu was;fast 
approaching as We drove up, 80 we asked fora 
room. ‘On, yes, he could accommodate ias;”” 
aud pointed towards the door nealest the rad. 
glauecd up and just over the door saw, the 
simple word “‘Saloou.” My first thought was, 
“well, boys, we are in for ‘ten nights in a bar- 
room,’ "aud immediately went to work moving 
the things out of our wagou We however duly 
staid a d+y and two nights, the whole timé an 
uninterrupted round of enjoyment. | 
Such isa defective sketeh of our trip, pleasant 
and profitable. We are at our journey'send~-in 
Lake City, which is, I believe, the princpal 
town in the San Joan country. We arfived tere 
Monday evening and are already couvinced that 
the fortunes ure here if they could only be goften 
out Lhave collected some fine specimens of 
ore, and hope to have the pleasure of sh. wing 
them to youonmyretura. We leave here Ties 
day morning and go by an entirely diffevent 
route, passing the California gulch —a fine nhin- 
ing region and other places of interest—of course 
auticipate another two weeks of real pleasure 
Such a trip as this is iudeet my idea of hep 
piness We have been ‘ruughing it’ in every 
sense of the word. And i wouldn't give corn 
vread aud bacor, cooked by myself, and a: big 
tree to sleep under, for all the luxuries{(’) of s 
cy hotel. I have gained eleven pounds on the 
trip and hope to double it ere long. 1 have en- 
quired and looked everywhere for that plant, 
the “ladian Compass” you spoke of, but caninnt 
find it. jt must bea vaiiety of the cactus o’ 
which these mountains abound. My compan- 
ions are Calling me to share the pleasure of coor 
ing Ciuner, so I must reluctantly bid you gopd- 
bye.

THE MILITARY AT THE FAIR. 


Rules of the Centest. 

The following correspondence in ref- 
erence to the military prize drill at the state fair 
will be of interest to all companies expecting ‘o 
compete. The correspondence suggests that al! 
possible matters of doubt should be settled 
before the contest so that there may be no occa~ 
sion for eny misunderstanding. This corres 
pon jence quite entirely « xplaius itseli:

Ino premium list, page 46, 1 
find that a premum is :ffered for the best 
drilled volunteer military company, to have not 
less than twenty-five men, rank and file, 

I find that various opinions exist in regard to 
the construction to be givin to the wording of 
this section. I wish to inquire, thereiore— 

1. Is the drill to be regular company drill, 
with full complement of commissioned and nou 
commissioned officers’? or, 

2. Is it admissible to drill twenty-five meu ia 
any way—say, fcr iustance, as a squad oi 
twenty~four men, with guides only, or without, 
and one officer only, if desired” 

In the first instance, the compauy(’) may 
copsist of only sixteen men (privates aud cor- 
porals) iu ranks, who, with four. commissioned 
officers and five sergeants, will make up tre 
twenty-five required as the requirement seems 
to be generally construed 

I have not intended to put such construction 
ou itastocut down my rauks to sixteen men 
but I do not care to undert:ke a drill at any 
disadvantage as compared with other compa- 
nies, and the smaller number will of course be 
au advantage. | know another commander of 
& military company that thir ks he can entera 
eguad of twenty-four meu (which gives three 
even forms in double ranks), w:th or without 
guides, and, he being the twenty-fifth man, will 
meet the requirements. If allowed not less 
than twenty-five muskets, the twenty-four men 
aud guides will fill. All this should be clearly 
understood, and | wish to ask for information,

THE REPULSE OF | KOBELEFF 

LONDON, September 15.—The Daily 
News has just issued a special edition 
containing the following: Bucharest, 
Friday night. I left the battle field be- 
fore Plevna at noon yesterday. Two 
redoubts were taken by General Skob- 
el. ff on Tuesday evening and were held 
twenty.four hours. On Wednesday the 
Turks made six attacks, and finally 
about 6 o’clock in the evening drove 
bio out. He lost three cannons which 
he had placed in the redoubt. He ask- 
ed for reinforcements several times,but 
General Levitzky refused them, think~ 
ing that General Skobeleff had enough 
men to hold the redoubt. Finally Gen- 
eral Kriloff, on his own responsibility, 
se.ta remnant of the regiment which 
had attacked the lower redoubt near 
Plevna and whose effective strength 
was reduced to a thousand wen utterly 
unfit to go into battle. Even this regi- 
ment arrived a few minutes too late, 
and another regiment sent from the 
headquarters of staff to reinforce him 
arrived when General Skobeloff already 
had retreated. The loss of these re- 
doubts is disastrous for the Russian 
attack, as it seems that the Russians, 
in possession of these two redoubts and 
the Grivaca redoubt, had counted upon 
recommencing the offensive iramediate- 
ly. This is now impossible until the 
arrival of reiuforcements. When I 
leit the battsefield, all was quiet, ex- 
cept a light infantry fire The Kussians 
are still ia possession of Grivicare- 
doubt, which was under a continual 
heavy fire from the Turks. This re- 
doubt was visited by Colonel Welles- 
ley, who says it is heaped full of dead 
Russians gnd R sumanians.

SOUTHERN PROSPERITY: 


The Charleston (8. C.) News and 
Courier publishes a tull review of the 
business of that city for the year ending 
Angust 31. The report shows that 
Charleston has more than heid her own 
despite of the general business'depres 
sion. The receipts of cotton ‘for the 
year were the largest since the war, 
being 465,677 bales, an increase of 68,655 
bales over last year ; of rice the *eceipts 
were 47,395 tierces,'against 45,367 tierces 
the previous year ; in naval stores there 
was a slight increase; in the export of 
crude phosphate there was a heavy in 
crease, the total being 74,545 tons, 
against 52,797 tons the previous year, 
whilst in the shipment of minufactured 
phosphates she held her own ; in lum- 
berthere wasa still heavier increa3e, 
the exports having risen from 4,080,511 
feet in 1875-76 to 7,856,502 feet ‘during 
the year just ended. Commenting on 
this creditable exhibit the News and 
}Cocrier says: “Every department of 
trade and industry in the comraunity 
has felt the magic stimulus of tte res- 
toration of honest government; a 
marked and healthy activity in ‘build- 
ing is already apparent ; work for me- 
chanics in the various brandhes of 
building is abundant at good wages - 
there is a demand for lumber greate: 
than has been known at any time in 
the last decade, and men in all depart- 
ments of business realize that we have 
‘touched bottom’ at last, and look with 
cheerful confidence for the coming of 
better times.” 

The cotton trade of New Oteans, 
Savannah and Memplis has considera- 
biy declined during the past yesr, but 
this is accounted for by an increasing 
tendency to send cotton to the Allantic 
seaboard by rail instead of shipping it 
by the Mississippi river, and Cha/leston 
is better situated than Savannah for 
the railway trafiic. The business of the 
latter city, however, was impaired b) 
the alarming epidemic whieh prevailed 
in the height of the cotton season. 
Aside from the cotton trade, each of 
the cities named exhibit a gratifying 
increase in general business, whilst the 
prospect for the future is regarded as 
extremely hopeful. The Louisiana eot 
ton crop wili probably reach 650,000 
bales, the sugar produced will ireach 
200,000 hogsheads, molasses 300,000 
barreis, and rice 150,000 barrels, whilst 
the New Orleans Times says it is now 
only a question of one or two ‘more 
seasons to praetically close all accounts 
with the west for imports of p:ovis- 
ions, corn and vats. F': uits, vegetables, 
poultry and eggs are already raised in 
excess of the home demand for them 
and shipped north. This advance has 
been obtained without any sa¢rifice 
whetever in the cultivation of the grea: 
staples of cotton, sugar and rice. The 
staples are in fact more cheaply raised 
because the cost of living has jbeen 
cheapened by the home production.

We have been diseussing the pecu- 
niary disadvantages of removing the 
seat of government from Atlanta to 
Milledgeville, as applied to the state 
and as applied to her citizens. The 
suggestions already made will enable 
the intelligent reader to analyze and 
comprehend the whole subject. Per- 
mit us to make ove other suggestion, 
however. There are about twenty 
millions of dollars worth of taxable 
property iu Fulton county. The dif- 
ference between the value of that 
property appreciated py fixing the 
capital here, and the value/of that 
property depreciated by repfoval (less 
the increase iu the valpé‘of property 
of Baldwin connff, caused by 
removal), will necégsarily, be a dead 
logs to the state, fgf state municipal and 
county taxation. This may be also ap- 
plied to the surrounding counties. 

And in discussing this question 
as applicable to individuais, the 
healihiulness of the locations is an 
important consideration. Atlanta 
known to be healthy.

And Atlanta’s credit is the best of any 
city in the state, her tax is as small, 
not smaller, than any other -consider- 
able city of our state, and our county 
tax (of which the city pays most) 1s only 
about twenty-eight cents on the dol 
lar, though we have been making large 
public improvements. 

To those’ who may 
policy unwise, we remark 
eral. years ago we had a new 
charter forbidding furtner debts, 
and providing for paying our present 
indebtedness. And no effort has been 
made to loosen these restrictions, vol- 
untarily taken upon ourselves, except 
that we had the convention to pu’ 
into the constitution a clause allowing 
us (Orany other city) to offer property 
to the state for location of the capital. 
We have said this much, when we 
might have answered the question 
when put by the friend of 
Milledgeville, by asking, ‘‘ Why does 
Milledgeville wants the capital moved ? 
It is an advantage to either place to 
have it; its possession would. add 
honor to either place. And just as the 
yreatest and noblest Georgian migh as- 
pire to besthe governor of his state, so 
any city in our borders may aspire to 
the dignity of being the capital of our 
grand old commonwealth. 

But Atlanta has another reason for 

wishing to keep the seat of government 
which cannot operate on Milledgeville. 
The removal from Milledgeville was 
not tor any fault in her, not for even 
an alledged fault. Should she never 
again be the seat of government her 
character will not thereby suffer. 
Not so with . Atlanta. Those 
who are adverse to her are not content 
to have this question decided by con- 
siderations oi public policy, by a fair 
comparison of the advantages and 
merits of the two contestants, but de- 
nounce our citizens as “aliens,” “ for- 
eiguers,” “ conspirators” and “ corrup- 
tionists.”’

Monday night a resolu: iop was passed at the 
regular monthly meeting of the board of police 
commissioners asking that the geu¢ral council 
revoke the license granted Jesse McCoy, in the 
“Shehane building ;"’ and, a'so, that geperal 
council declining to act without further infor- 
mation, Police Chief Thomas submitted a sepa. 
rate report, ‘Where it is stated that forty or 
fiity men and women fr quently collect at these 
bar rooms and drink. curse aud creete such dis 
orders as to scandalize the whole neighbor- 
houd.” It is further stated that ‘‘a petition, 
signed by twenty-nine respectable citiz ns, and 
another signed by twenty-eight policemen, will 
be presented to the general council, setting 
forth the case and asking a revocation of their 
licenser,”’ 

No facts which wil! support the allegations 
made have come to my knowledg’. The room 
in the ‘Shehane building’’ would hardly con. 
tain “forty or fifty men and women”’ at one 
time, and I kuow of but one arrest made for a 
long time; and in that case Recorder Milledge 
on a rehearing, remitted the fine imp sed in 
the fir-tinstance. It is to my interest to have 
good order preserved, and po tenant would be 
permitted to remain who did not keep good or. 
der. The most unequivocal proof of disorder 
will be demanded; and the general council, I 
feel convinced, will not revose 4 license without 
it. 

I do not know who the “twenty-nine respect- 
able persous’’ who signed the petition are, or 
where they live; but I desire to state that I 
have obtained the signatures of a large number 
of quite as “respectable citizens’ living and 
engaged in business immediately around—in 
the same and adjoining and neighb>ring 
bui'dings—who wou'd be aunoyed, and w/wse 
bu:iness would be interrupted if the allegations 
were true—to a certificate that they knew of no 
such gatherings nor of any disorderiy co: duct, 
or cursing. The certificites of ‘‘respectabi: 
citizens,”’ oceupying the same tenement and liy- 
ing and ‘joing bu-iuess all arouad and near by, 
will certaiuly weigh as much as the ‘‘petition’’ 
of ‘“‘iwenty-nine,’”” who must necessarily live 
more remote. 2

Yet | have never asked any 
reduction, aid have always promp!ly paid ali 
taxes demanded, when due, if uot before 

Having done this, I toink I may rightfully 
demand the privilege of renting to such t 
ants as will enable me to pay the heavy taxcs 
imposed, just the same as Other citizens do. 

I know of no law that limits the numbers 
that may assembie anywhere, if not for riotous 
purposes, and there be no disorderly conduct 
prevailing or allowed The charge of disor- 
derly conduct has been emp aticaliy denied.
